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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The added language to the independent Claimsl ,24 and 35, had neither been considered nor addressed at the 
time of the final Office action rejection. However, the limitations appear to more particularly point out the subject matter of the invention. 
The added subparagraph to each of said claims also appears indefinite because of the phrase "frequencies are be assigned". It appears 
that there may be language missing or "be" should be deleted. Also, the "shared sector" is undefinied. The coverage sectors should be 
more clearly defined because there is a recitation of "multiple antennas". The language "may use frequencies...". When a shared sector is 
employed, do multiple antennas use "frequencies" or the same "different frequencies"? he use of "may" appears to be a choice rather than 
a clear recitation of the condition in the shared sector. 
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
